The  late  Mr.  Charles  F.  Chichester,  Treasurer  and  a  Trustee  of  the 
Century  Company,  was  a  man  of  excellent  taste.  He  had  unusual 
opportunities  for  collecting  original  drawings  by  many  of  the  very  best 
artists  and  illustrators.  His  selection  was  good  and  embraced  some  of 
the  best  specimens  of  such  well-known  men  as  Albert  Sterner,  Robert 
Blum,  Albert  Brennan,  B.  West  Clinedinst,  Louis  Loeb,  Joseph  Pennell, 
Reginald  Birch,  Alfred  Parsons,  Edwin  Abbey,  Frederick  Remington, 
and  many  others. 

Among  his  objects  of  art  are  some  excellent  specimens  of  pewter 
plaques,  tankards,  etc. ;  in  copper  and  brass,  candlesticks,  jardinieres, 
sconces,  plaques  (large  and  small),  with  engraved  devices,  figures, 
etc. ;  a  large  Russian  brass  chandelier,  with  six  branches  and  twelve 
rosettes;  some  interesting  Japanese  and  Spanish  pottery;  a  charm- 
ing old  Spanish  mirror,  with  carved  wood  gilded  frame;  an  old 
Italian  chair,  inlaid ;  several  small  plaques  in  gesso,  low  relief,  showing 
borsemen,  figures,  etc.,  beautiful  in  color.

An  engraved  portrait  of  Franklin ;  a  bronze  medal  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne  and  one  of  James  Russell  Lowell;  all  three  issued 
by  the  Grolier  Club.  An  interesting  old  Spanish  coat-of-arms  (iron), 
and  three  inlaid  mahogany  bookcases.
